WASHINGTON. — Jerusalem has 
already given tentative approval to 

an International Red Cross 
ment which would bar Israel, Egypt 
and Syria from using missiles 
against urban areas if another war 
erupts, Prime Minister Yitzhak Ra- 
bin has revealed in an interview.

Advance 
transcripts of the programme were 
made available to newsmen. NBC 
billed the show as “unprecedented” 
because “never before have these 
men agreed to appear on the same 
programme.”

Three soldiers

U.S. unemployment up 


to 8.7% in March 


WASHINGTON (AP). -- The US. 
unemployment rate jumped to 8.7 
per cent in March as the number 
of Americans without joba increased 
te eight million, the ent 
reported Friday. It was 8.2 per cent 
in February. 

‘The Labour Department said job 
losses last month totalled nearly 
200,000 and this, combined with a 
rise of 300,000 in the size of the 
U.S. labour force, pushed the ἰπ- 
crease in unemployment to 500,000 
over the previous month. 

March was the sixth consccutive 
month in which employment drop- 
ped, 

Analysts with the Bureau of La- 
bour Statistics said the March fi- 
gures show no indication of any 
abatement in the rising unemploy- 
ment rate, which now is at the 
highest level since 1941, when job- 
leamess averaged 9.9 per cent.

NY extortionist 
sets off bomb 
at Herald Sq. 


NEW YORK (AP). — A bank ex- 
tortionist set off an explosive device 
on Friday as police and ‘the FBI 
closed in on him in front of Macy's 
department store. 

One FBI agent suffered minor fa- 
cial burns in the capture of the 
man in Herald Square, one of the 
world’s busiest crossroads. A bomb 
squad official said the device con- 
sisted of a maze of wires and de- 
tonators, but that there were no 
high explosives. 

The FRI identified the man as 
Edward Williams, about 30, of Pa- 
terson, N.J. Target of the extortion 
attempt was the Bankers Trust Co. 

Police said Williams entered an 
uptown Fifth Avenue branch of 
Bankers Trust about 10 a.m., told 
officials he had planted a bomb in 
the bank and was carrying a second 
bomb in a suitcase. He demanded 
$200,000, then. walked out without 
waiting for a reply. 

Later, according to authorities, the 
same man showed up at a Bankers 
Trust branch in the Empire State 
Building at Fifth Avenue and 34th 
Street. 

He again demanded $200,000, but 
walked out after the manager said 
it would take some time to assem- 
ble the cash.
